“I h ave never liked

h anger' electio ns and it seems 
mo st urgent to me fo r Misso u­ 
ri to impro ve its present sy s­ 
tem. It was go o d eno ugh fo r 
h o rse and buggy day s, but no t 
fo r mo dern times.” 


Kirkpatrick is secretary o f a 
special electio n laws study co m­ 
missio n and h e reco mmended 
th at it be made a permanent 
agency because th e jo b o f mo d­ 
ernizing o bso lete electio n laws is 
so vast a co mplete repo rt can­ 
no t be submitted to th e 1969 leg­ 
islature.

'V^ucanatan peninsula to Villah - 
ermo sa, Minatitlan, Veracruz 
and Mex ico City . 
Jo se Ruiz Hernandez, th e pilo t 
o f th e plane, said a few minutes 
after it to o k o ff fro m Merida, 
stewardess Ana Maria Galles- 
go s h anded h im a no te co ntain­ 
ing a th reat “to blo w up th e 
plane with a bo mb if I refused 
to ch ange my co urse and h ead 
fo r Havana.” 
Th e pilo t sent h is co pilo t back 
to th e passengers’ cabin with 
Miss Gallesgo s to see wh at th e 
no te was all abo ut. Th ey re­ 
turned with a man “wh o lo o ked 
dish eveled, nervo us and sweat­ 
ing, as h e pressed a lo ng pack­ 
age with h is righ t arm,” Ruiz 
said. 
“ He said h e h ad sticks o f dy ­ 
namite with a deto nato r in th e 
package, wh ich h e unwrapped 
to sh o w its co ntents, and th at h e 
was a man determined to do 
any th ing unless h is instructio ns 
were o bey ed.”

China Sw allow s Up American 
Despite Lure of $1 Million

PA RIS (AP) — An American 
offering $1 million for informa­ 
tion about Hugh Francis Red­ 
mond sits in a hotel room here 
and waits for the Red Chinese to 
call. 
They didn’t in London, the 
Hague or Stockholm, and it 
doesn’t seem likely they will 
call here either. 
The man is Sol Friedman, a 
Yonkers, N.Y., lawyer who is 
administrator of a $1 million 
fund for Redmond, an Ameri­ 
can who has been in Shanghai 
jails for the last 17 years on 
spy charges. 
The money was raised by pub­ 
lic subscription to buy Red­ 
mond’s release. But since July 
4, 1967 the Red Chinese have cut 
off all news about him. 
“ We’re 
now at 
the point 
where the money is for buying 
information,” said Friedman. 
“ Is he dead or ahve? How can 
we find out? His 72-year-old 1 
mother is literally tortured by 
not knowing.” 
Redmond, 48, also of Yonkers, 
was arrested in Shanghai in 1951 
and sentenced to life imprison­ 
ment in 1954 on charges of 
maintaining contact with U.S. 
intelligence agents in 
Hong 
Kong.

Md., serving a 20-year term im­ 
posed in 1960; John T. Downey. 
37, of Wallingford, Conn., serv­

G. Fecteau. 39. of Lynn. Mass.. 
sentenced in 1952 to 20 years im - 
prisonment on spy charges.

Te d Ke nne dy in Pa rty 
Driv e r's Se a t for 1972

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Well-p laced Dem ocratic p rofessionals, ranging from 
tou gh old regu lars to some y ou ng reform ists, agree that 
the Kennedy forces em erge strongest from the bitter 1968 
p olitical wars and m ay hav e decisiv e adv antage ov er com ­ 
p eting p arty elem ents in 197 2. 
A high p rop ortion of those Dem ocrats who back ed the 
candidacy of the late Sen. Robert F. Kennedy and there­ 
after gav e au tom atic sentim ental allegiance to his sole su r­ 
v iv ing brother, Sen. Edward M. (Ted) Kennedy of M assa­ 
chu setts, went qu ick ly to work this fall to help Vice P resi­ 
dent Hu mp hrey . 
By contrast, m any p rofessional and other k ey back ers of 
Sen. Eu gene McCarthy either nev er lent their weight to 
Hu m p hrey ’s cam p aign or did so relu ctantly , half-heartedly 
and often v ery belatedly . The senator himself waited u ntil 
the last camp aign week to offer his lu k ewarm endorsement 
and u rge his troop s to follow su it. 
Wa tching this contra sting beha vior sha pe up in la te Sep­ 
tember, a vetera n Democra tic lea der fla tly predicted tha t 
if Humphrey lost, then the Kennedyites would lea ve the 
McCa rthyites fa r behind in influence a nd power. 
The observ ation cam e at a tim e when McCarthy liberals 
were p lanning the second of two meetings at Minneap olis 
to discu ss cap tu re of the disorganized p arty , with a sp ecific 
ey e on comm anding the choice of a p residential nominee 
in 197 2. 
The lik elihood of their su cceeding seemed slender then 
and look s ev en frailer today in light of Hu m p hrey ’s com e­ 
back and close miss. 
The p osition of the Kennedy activ ists, on the other hand, 
is not u nlik e that of the Nix on p eop le after B arry Goldwater 
lost in 1964 . W hatev er Nix on and his loy al su p p orters m ay 
hav e thou ght of Goldwater’s p rosp ects, they p lay ed the 
good soldiers, camp aigned v igorou sly for the tick et and, 
as foreseen, won the gratitu de of m any top Rep u blicans 
who later formed the fou ndation for Nix on’s su ccessfu l 
1968 nomination stru ggle. 
Ma ny McCa rthyites, however, sta nd in poor repute with 
loya list Democra tic lea ders. The degree of bitterness felt 
by some regula rs is a lmost immea sura ble. They a re pre­ 
pa red to cut ma ny McCa rthy holdouts off a t the shoetops. 
It may be argu ed that the regu lars them selv es did not 
ex actly cov er them selv es with glory . There are dark mu t- 
terings in the Hu mp hrey cam p at the alleged lack of effort 
by Gov . Richard J. Hu ghes and his entou rage in New J e r­ 
sey . The controv ersial May or Richard J. Daley of Chicago 
was something less than a howling su ccess in Illinois, 
where Hu mp hrey went down by 135,000, the Negro v ote 
was down sharp ly , and an im p ortant gov ernorship was lost 
to the Rep u blicans. 
Moreov er, a p lau sible case can be m ade that Hu mp hrey 
su rged to a near-tie with Nix on in sp ite of, rather than 
becau se of, the organizational efforts of entrenched Demo­ 
cratic leaders. 
To the ex tent there was any effectiv e field work , it seems 
to hav e been p erform ed mostly by fired-u p labor grou p s 
which p rov ided money , m anp ower and other v ital facilities. 
Some analy sts lay great stress u pon the sk illfu l telev ision 
barrage laid down by the Hu mp hrey cam p in the final 
week s. 
Wha t the a rgument comes to is sa ying tha t Humphrey 
nea rly did it without effective politica l orga niza tion, tha t 
he ca me close beca use la bor snuffed out the brief roma nce 
between ma ny biue-colla r workers a nd George Wa lla ce a nd 
good propa ga nda reminded millions of wobbling voters of 
their old Democra tic a llegia nce. 
So the old, mu ch-maligned coalition of u nion work ers, 
racial and national minorities, and m ix tu re of lower-income 
and afflu ent su bu rbanites p erformed once more when the 
cru nch was at hand. Perhap s it will not again, bu t in 1968 
it did. 
Thou gh old-line regu lars may deserv e slight credit, they 
nev ertheless liv e to fight another day . While McCarthy ele­ 
ments sat on their hands, they are hardly in p osition to 
comp lain too broadly of the old-liners’ failu res. Philadel­ 
p hia’s May or Jam es Tate saw Hu mp hrey p ile u p a 26 8,000- 
v ote edge in his city , against a m ere 17 5,000 m argin fore­ 
cast by hop efu l Nix on leaders. Tate is not ex actly ru ined. 
The regu lars are a continu ing reality . So is their strong 
conv iction that the Kennedy forces p lay ed the gam e and 
k ey M cCarthy ites did not. What this su ggests for Ted 
Kennedy ’s p rosp ects in 197 2 is obv iou s to all.

tru m p bu t Sou th finds himself 
at three no-tru mp and it is 
u p to him to try to mak e it. 
He starts by p lay ing du m ­ 
m y ’s jack of hearts at trick 
one. This does no good since 
East p rodu ces the qu een. He 
lets the qu een hold. Some­ 
times an o p p o ne nt is nice 
enou gh to try a second su it. 
As a m atter of fact. East does 
lead his k ing of sp ades bu t 
this doesn’t help Sou th one 
bit becau se E a st’s nex t p lay 
is a heart. 
Sou th is in with the ace of 
hearts and if he goes after the 
diamonds right away , Sou th 
will wind u p with only eight 
trick s since the best he can 
do will be to mak e six dia­ 
monds and two aces. 
Sou th mu st tak e the clu b 
finesse before attack ing dia­ 
monds. He leads the qu een of 
clu bs. If West cov ers. Sou th 
comes back to his hand with 
the jack ; if West du ck s, sou th 
is still in his hand. Now he 
can try the diamond finesse 
and, since that work s also, he 
will hav e his nine trick s. 
Sou th’s p lay was a desp er­ 
ate one. He needed two su c­ 
cessfu l finesses and if either 
went wrong he wou ld be down 
s e v e r a l trick s at three no- 
tru m p bu t it is mighty good 
policy to tak e alm ost any risk 
at all in order to mak e an u n­ 
dou bled contract. Certainly a 
one-in-fou r chance is worth 
tak ing, and the chance that 
two finesses will work is one 
in fou r.

Sta te Gives Pra ctica l Aid 
For Ha ndica pped Citizens 
Some 22,000 phy sically and mentally handicapped 
Missou rians are learning to help themselv es liv e a 
fu ll and u sefu l life this y ear throu gh the state’s 
Div ision of Vocational Rehabilitation. 
And, u nlik e some pu blicized federal programs 
which are dealing with more capable people. 
Missou ri did it this y ear at a cost of only $4 09 per 
person. 
Div ision Director Joy 0. Talley say s flex ibility is 
the k ey method of operation in the agency ’s efforts 
to find occu pational training for mentally and 
phy sically handicapped. 
“We hav e no standard method of training these 
people in u sefu l sk ills and occu pations — we u se 
whatev er way prov es most effectiv e in the 
indiv idu al’s case,’’ he said. 
The div ision has training centers at Nev ada, 
Farmington, St. Joseph, Marshall and Fu lton, plu s 
14 district offices in v ariou s state commu nities. The 
offices work both with the clientele of handicapped 
and with priv ate indu stries which will employ 
handicapped u ndergoing v cx rational rehabilitation. 
Some bu siness firms charge the state a fee for 
hiring those in the process of being rehabilitated; 
others are ju st gratefu l to obtain someone who has 
learned needed job sk ills and do not charge fees. 
To be eligible for v ocational training, the clientele 
mu st hav e a handicap which hinders them in 
practicing a v ocation They may be referred to the 
state by hospitals or v eterans’ grou ps or may apply 
themselv es. 
The Div ision of Vocational Rehabilitation tak es 
new clientele and tests and ev alu ates them to 
determine the ex tent of their handicaps and what 
can be done for them. Then they are cou nseled by 
the div ision’s 170 cou nsellors and other training 
personnel and placed in some sort of v ocational 
training situ ation, either in priv ate indu stry or a 
local training center. Missou ri has abou t 26 local 
training centers, some operating « s an independent 
bu siness tu rning ou t produ cts for the general mark et 
and others contracting to do work for priv ate 
indu stries on a su b-contract basis. Both u se the work 
they acqu ire to train the agency ’s clientele so that 
the clientele will be capable of tak ing a place in 
Missou ri’s general labor mark et. 
Talley 
estimated 
that 
training 
wou ld 
be 
completed for some 6,200 persons du ring this 
calendar y ear. 
The complex ion of the div ision has been changed 
somewhat in the last few y ears from emphasis on 
p hy sically 
handicap p ed 
to 
the 
mentally 
handicapped. As one commu nity work shop director 
commented, “We want to mak e a u sefu l citizen ou t 
of the mentally handicapped person the family u sed 
to ju st let sit in a rock ing chair in the liv ing room 
an« ! hoped nobody wou ld notice” 
“Some of these mentally handicapped cases 
requ ire training from the v ery bottom of the 
ladder,’’ Talley commented. 
“We hav e to start ou t with training them to get u p 
in the morning and prepare themselv es to tak e on an 
eight-hou r work day as well as training them in 
some specific job sk ills. Teaching some of these 
people to hold a job is ju st as important as teaching 
them the job itself,’’ he said. 
“It’s an intensiv e program which requ ires long 
training period — we can’t train these people 
ov ernight. 
“Bu t, patience is a prime ingredient of ou r staff,’’ 
he added. “We need ittosu « x ?eed in ou r job.” 
Talley said the div ision is going to ask for a bu dget 
increase nex t y ear, from $9 million to $14 million, to 
tak e care of a constantly increasing case load. 
He said the State Legislatu re has alway s been k ind 
to the Div ision and has giv en increases in bu dget 
whenev er it cou ld.

Q — Wha t would ca use one to v omit when 
drink ing water on an empty stomach? The water has 
been tested and is O.K. 
A — This ma y be a sign of obstru ction in the 
esophagu s or the ou tlet of the stomach and shou ld 
be check ed by Xray s. In a v ery sensitiv e person, it 
may occu r when ice-cold water is downed v ery 
rapidly . 
Q — In a recent corumn y ou recommended walnu t 
ju ice for v itiligo.

Congress to Watch Nixon 
Before Tackling Duties

WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
91st Congress, convening Jan. 3, 
is expected to get off to a slow 
start while waiting for Richard 
M. Nixon to take office and sub­ 
mit his legislative program. 
One exception could be an at­ 
tempt to obtain Senate ratifica­ 
tion of a treaty designed to pre­ 
vent 
the spread 
of nuclear 
weapons. 
Democratic leaders also may 
try to win Senate confirmation 
of some recent appointments 
made by President Johnson aft­ 
er the 90th Congress adjourned 
in October. 
At the start of a new Con­ 
gress, especially when there is a 
change at the White House, the 
legislative processes move more 
slowly. Pending legislation does 
not carryover and members 
generally mark time until the 
new president submits specific 
proposals although they could 
introduce bills if they wanted to. 
The nuclear nonproliferation 
treaty, submitted by President 
Johnson last summer, is in a 
different categoiy and needs 
only the consent of the Senate. 
Nixon has voiced concern 
over some of its provisions and 
has given no clear indication of 
how he feels about the timing of 
Senate action. 
Just how quickly Nixon will 


be ready to submit specific pro­ 
posals after his Jan. 20 inaugu­ 
ration is uncertain, but House 
and Senate committees will 
have to conduct hearings on 
them before they are brought up 
for floor action. 
Since the Democrats will con­ 
tinue to have majorities in both 
branches—58-42 in the Senate, 
243-192 in the House—organiza­ 
tion of Congress will be less of a 
task than if there had been a 
change in party control. 
There is a potential scrap, 
however, among Senate Repub­ 
licans over leadership posts and 
there are rumblings in the 
House about attempting to un­ 
seat Speaker John 
W. 
Mc­ 
Cormack of Massachusetts. 
One of the initial tasks of Con­ 
gress will be to hold a joint ses­ 
sion Jan. 6 to count the Elector­ 
al College votes to make official 
the election of Nixon and his 
vice presidential running mate, 
Spiro T. Agnew. 
If past practice is followed. 
Johnson will send his farewell 
State of the Union message to 
Congress rather than deliver it 
in person. Then Nixon, soon aft­ 
er his inauguration, will appear 
before a joint session to submit 
a broad outline of his program.

With Toys for Patien ts

N EW YO RK (A P) - A gaily 
dressed young woman held up a 
selection of dolls for the child to 
select from among fairy prin­ 
cess, a bride, a skater. Shyly, 
the crippled child picked the 
skater. 
“ The children identify with 
the dolls," says Clare Young, 
the 48-year-old 
Forest Hills. 
Queens, housewife who founded 
Volun-toys, a program for dis­ 
tributing toys in New York hos­ 
pitals. 
“ The skater is a very, very 
popular doll," she says. “ It does 
their skating and walking for 
them.” 
What makes Volun-toys differ­ 
ent from other programs is that 
the 30 volunteers who make up 
the organization provide toys on 
a year-round basis, not just dur­ 
ing the holidays. 
They also send two Dutch- 
capped young girls to visit the 
children while distributing the 
toys, and they also try to make 
toys available in emergency 
rooms. 
It was, in fact, in an emergen­ 
cy room where Mrs. Young was 
doing volunteer work that she 
saw most poignantly the need 
for toys. 
“ After an accident, the child 
may be all right. But while they 
are checking the mother, "I've 
seen a child sit in a corner more 
than two hours—not making a 
sound, just petrified," she said. 
Mrs. Young has been hospital­ 
ized herself 18 times—primarily 
because of a back injury—and 
says she can well understand 
“ what it’s like to have a little 
bit of kindness and the need to 
have it." 
For her Christmas present 


last vear. she asked her hus- 
hzxid to give her enough money 
to buy toys to distribute in the 
coming year at one hospital. 
He agreed. And while she was 
shopping for the toys, a Queens 
toy store owner, gave her 500 
fashion dolls which had been re­ 
turned in a trade-in sales pro­ 
motion.

French Premier Charts 
Steps to Bolster Franc 


PA RIS (AP) — Premier Mau­ 
rice Couve de Murville said 
Monday 
night 
government 
spending will be cut and credit 
tightened as part of the fight to 
top the run on the franc. 
Couve de Murville spoke on 
radio and television after anoth­ 
er day of heavy speculation on 
world monetary markets that 
saw holders of French francs 
exchanging them for West Ger­ 
man marks. 
Though exchange dealers re­ 
ported trade was less brisk than 
Friday's hectic session, Frank­ 
furt bankers said another $200 
million in speculative capital 
poured into West Germany Mon­ 
day. 
In an attempt to re-establish 
confidence in French currency. 
Couve de Murville said “ inter­ 
national solidarity" was not in 
doubt and “ France will have all 
the support it needs without re­ 
servation." But one prominent 
Paris banker considered the 
premier's remarks vague and 
said: “ One doesn’t resolve a cri­ 
sis of confidence by words but 
by deeds." 
There also was no announce­ 
ment of aid for the franc from 
the meeting of central bankers 
in Basel. Switzerland 
“ If anything concrete had 
been decided (at Basel) Couve 
would have said so," said anoth­ 
er banker. 
Speculators cixchanged an es­ 
timated $1 
billion worth of 
French francs, British pounds, 


American dollars and other cur­ 
rencies tor West German marks 
last week, anticipating an up­ 
ward revaluation of the mark 
and devaluation of the franc 
The franc, weakened bv the 
aftermath of last spring's stu- 
dent-worker upheaval, suffered 
the most damage. 
Bonn and Frankfurt have de­ 
nied that the mark will be re­ 
valued. and the French govern­ 
ment insisted that the franc 
would not be devalued. 
The French stock exchange 
remained firm Monday, reflect­ 
ing confidence that a franc de­ 
valuation would be avoided. 
Couve de Murville referred to 
the situation as an “ internation­ 
al monetary crisis" rather than 
a French crisis. 
“ The international monetary 
system is sick." he said. “ The 
malady must be cured by an 
agreement among all interested 
countries. Unhappily this has 
not been done. However, this 
doesn't prevent the existence of 
international solidarity."

F>ery time 
Jess Phillips makes a tackle, or runs back a punt, cheers 
erupt. Number 30 is their man. They know him well at 
Camp Pontiac. 
Jess Ph illip s liv ed th ere eig h t mo n th s. 
A year ago, he drew a .sentence of 14 months to 15 years 
after pleading guilty to a forgery charge in Kalamazoo, 
Mich. He was a 21-year-old student and football star at 
Michigan State University at the time. 
Sent to Camp Pontiac, Jess Phillips was made a recrea­ 
tional leader and did his time teaching inmates how to play 
football. He was released on probation after eight months 
and immediately signed by the Bengals, for whom he is a 
defensive safety and punt return specialist. 
His past poses no problem. 
In fact, mention of it is 
greeted by icy stares at Spinney Field, where the (’inein- 
nati Bengals f)ractice. Coach Paul Brown will have it no 
other way. 
“ All right, so the buy made a mistake.” says Brown. “ He 
paid his debt and is making a significant contribution now. 
As far as we’re concerned, the issue is forgotten. Jess 
Phillips is a football player. And a good one at that.” 
Phillips is sensitive about the subject. His sharply-chis­ 
eled features tighten when he talks about it. 
“ It’s over and done with now,” he says. “ I made a mis­ 
take and paid for it. I ’n grateful to the Bengals for giving 
me a chance to come back. I ’m a football player again. I 
hope people let me forget the past.” 
So me p eo |)le d o n ’t. Th ere are alway s wh isp ers 
Th o se d amn wh isp ers . . . 
“ Some peofile are really cruel,” says a Bengal spokes­ 
man. 
“ They .scream and yell things at Jess from the 
stands. They act as if he’s some kind of hardened criminal. 
He takes it well, though. He lets it roll right off. If he 
didn’t, he’d be a pretty disturbed boy.” 
Phillips was All-Big Ten during his juniiu year at Michi­ 
gan State 
In the first game of his senior season, he 
wrenched his knee and never played another game of col­ 
lege football. At the time, the Green liay Packers, for one, 
had him listed among the top five prospects in the country 
The Michigan State people were stunned by the Phillips 
case. "H e was never in trouble before that,” says one of 
the Spartan publicists. “ He passed a few bad checks and 
bought a hi-fi, a radio and movie equipment with them. He 
pleaded guilty and we were hoping for a suspended sen
